Wientworth Military Academy. 



History. 




WENTWOUTil MILITARY ACADEMY had 
its origin ia a desire of Mr. Stephen G. 
Wentworth to erect a monument to the mem- 
ory of his deceased son, William Wentworth. 
In the year 1H80, a suitable building was 
purchased, and in Seplemher of the same 
year the school opened. In April. 1881, a 
charter was secured, and the school was nu- 
thorised to confer such degrees and marks of 
distinction as are asttallj granted by literary institntions. 
A board of trustees was appointed, consisting of members 
of the diifwent Protestant <;harohes of Lexington. From 
year to year, as the needs of the school have demanded, 
Mr. Wentworth has contributed new facilities, aod citi- 
zens of LenogtoB and La Fayette County have not with- 
held their support, but have lent encouragement by liberal 
patronage and by giving money to «d in the erection 
of new buildings. The Academy hie been in op«nition 
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twelve years, md during thst time hM oosstantly improved 
in faeiQities and in numbers. The territory from which we 
hive drawn extends from Kentucky on the east to the 
Rooky Mountains on the west, and from Nebraska and 
Iowa on the north to Texas on the south. The school has 
steadily grown in public favor, ns our students have gone 
forth into public life or to disliiiL'uish themselves in uni- 
versities f(U' which wo liavf prepait J them. Such has 
been our sucoeijH in prepariut: yuiiiiif ruen for a nniverjiity 
course, that we have hven rt'oogni/.ed by several inslitii- 
tions in the Wost and in the ICast by offers of free schol- 
ar.^hi[)s to the best iiu inlu'r of tlir iri adiiatinfr classo, and 
to receive our jii-iiduaU'> williDut fnrllu'r rxaininalion. 
The school has always Iumm) under the same niaiiaL't-niiMit, 
and the Supt'iintcndenl has just cnnsnniniatcd a lease t>f 
the property for thirty years lonircr, and no expeiise or 
lahor will be sparf-<l in keepin*; abreast with the times. 
Extensive iin|jn)\ enients are now being uiadei ttuU every- 
thing poiuts to a prosperous future. 

Pfam of tiie Sdioal. 

It is the purpose of the pres(>nt management of this 
school to use those methods wbioh will develop most suc- 
cessfully the intellectual, moral and physical powers of its 
students. To insure the best mental training, none hot 
men of liberal and thorough education and of sncoessfol 
experience in teaching will be employed. No exiionse has 
been spared in securing the best mechanical aids for in- 
strnotioo, mck m ^iMiieal and phyakal ipfmntxnnt map«, 
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diartSy Biathematioal instramentB, etc. That ooneot 
moral and religious instruetioii may be given, the teachers 
are reqtdred to be Christiaii men, members in good stands 
ing of some Protestant church. The stodeats are re- 
qmred to attend church and Sunday school eferj Sunday 
in a body, accompanied by a teacher. The BiUe is read 
and studied daily. A gymnasium is always open for use, 
and the daily miiitaiy drill is as regularly requned as reci- 
tations, affording one of the best exercises known for 
physical development. AU pupils from a distance and all 
the teachers board and lodge in the school, in order that 
the influence and supervision of the teacher may be con- 
stantly and most successfully exercised. By this Intimate 
association between pupil «nd teacher, that part of a 
youth's education which is outside of the text book can 
be best attended to. They are shielded from evil in- 
fluences and taught habits of gentility, neatness and punc- 
tuality. The careless are required and taught how to 
study, and the ambitious are encouraged to greater en- 
deavor. The school is, as it were, one large family, in 
which each teacher occupies the place of a parent or an 
elder brother to the boys. 

Locstion. 

LexiagtOQ, Mis>()uri, is a town of five thousjind in- 
habitants, about forty miles east of Kansas City, and i^t 
accessible by the Missouri Kiver and l»y ihe Missouri 
I'aoific, the Wabash, and the Santa Fe railroads, 
it has waterworks, gas, aud a street railway. 
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SitaiM on the aouthem h\uS» of the MisAOuri river. 
It 18 onfiorpassed in heaMrfalnesB by any point in 
the State. Only one death ha« o^enrfed among oar pa- 
piU slnoe the wdioors organuntaon. Lexington is well 
known in the Wett at an ednoational center, having, hi 
addition to Wentworth Militaiy Aeademy, three large and 
iloarishing colleges for yoang ladies. The educational 
advantages have attracted and retained a refined and onlti- 
vated class of people; and being one of the oldest and 
most settled towns in the State, all things conspire to 
. direct the minds of stadents, who assemble here from all 
psrts of the West, to habits of study. 

Counes of Study. 

Throeooarsesof study, the Classical, the Elective and 
the Busiuegs, are offered below, one of which tnuBt be 
tfiken by those who expect to gradaate. A select course 
differing from the above* according to the wishes of par- 
ents, and not embnoing branches conflicting with each 
other, may be pursued, and certiScates will be awarded 
in the brandies completed. 

A P(^st-gradaate Course of one year is also given to 
those who to remain with ns lonf^ than tha fifth 
year.

t^xanii nations and Reports. 

Frequent reviews are mftde on the subjeots studied, 
and twioe each session written exambatlons are held. At 
the end of every five weeks a report of the standing of 
students in scholarship, punctuality and deportment is 
sent to parents and guardians, also a printed report of the 
relative average standing of each, showing how he ranks 
with all other students of the school. This report is a 
great incentive, as every one wishes to get as near the top 
of this list UH possible.

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Prizes and Scholarships. 

Several gold medals are offered each year for excel- 
lenojr in aoholarship and in the militaiy drill, and lor 
punctuality and deportment. 

Washington and Lee UnivenHtj, of Virginia, and 
Central University, of Kentucky, have each offered a 
scholarship of free tuition for one session to that member 
of our graduating olasa who shall attain the highest rank 
in scholarship and deportment during the year of his 
graduation. The pecuniary value of this prize, should the 
winner attend either of those in s tlt tt t i o ns , is about |75. 

Graduation. 

Whoever completes satisfactorily anv one of the 
courses of study, and who^v deportment ha>i l>een good 
(luring his connection with the school, will receive a 
diploma. Those whose proficiency will warrant it may 
receive from the Superintendent a letter recommending 
that they be received by any college or university to 
which they may apply, vdthout further examination upon 
the branches embraced in the course whieh they have 
taken. 

Recognition by Higher Institutions. 

So successful have we been in preparing students for 
colleorcg and universities, that several prominent institu- 
tions have agreed to receive our students without examin- 
ing them in the studies Ihey havi' lakt n with us. Among 
these may be meatianed the State Univeraity of Missouri, 
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the State Univenitj of Eanns, and Centnl University of 
KentQcky. Wftshiiigtoii and Lee University of Virginia 
has reoognized ns by offering the scholarship mentioned 
elsewhere. 

Military Department. 

This is the oldest military school in the Stnlc of Mis- 
sonri. The niilitarv idon is jriowinL'. and inauv schools 
aw ail(t|itiiior till' frutuie. Its full beia-lils. however. r:m- 
nol lie rcuii/c'd in aiiv Imt a \u)iir<\\i\*r school, where the 
Students are all lotrether, an<l wliere their risin*;, retiring;, 
assenihiiii^' for iih mIs and for study, their < aro for their 
rooms and their dres<. and in fact all their daily diilief^, are 
regulated l>y the military retiuirenieuts. For ten years 
we have had thi> feature iu the school, and fnun it we 
have (h-rived iintst iiratifvioL' results. We have int'nrjto- 
rate<l it. not f(»rtlie puipose itf training; our pupils for 
military life, hut on aee<iuut of the many ad\antaL'es de- 
rived from it in ^eijool frovi rument. and <>i\ ai'«'(mnl of the 
many I cnetits which our ^(Mdriit> obtain from the syt^tom. 
It rousumes nf» time that wuuKl oth« rwisc lit- devoted to 
study, as the hours used for it would iu other Hchuols be 
given to recreati(Ui. 

To sum up a few (d' the many reai»oQti for adopting 
the military featun-, wr hclicve: 

1st. That it rniit ributes to diliL'ence in >tudv. The 
best nieu iu the drill, ix& a ride, ai-e the best iu their 
stadie.s. 

2ud. That it euutributeti tu good beliavior. The 
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peualtiea are of a dignified ebaraoter; and vliile well 
graded aooording to the oifense, and some of them severe, 
they are not sueh as to emsh the spirit of a boy. Being 
recognized as a part of the military disdplloe, they are re- 
ceived without the protests that are freqnenUy made 
I4^tn8t penalties inflicted In school. 

Brd. It ooldvates ^e habit of immediate, implicit 
and unqaestioniog obedience to rightfolly constitnted 
aothority ; also haHts of order, neatness, piincttiality and 
self-reliance. 

4th. Tbe diUl is fine physical exercise, especially 
for boys who are in the plastic state. Bent forms may be 
straightened, hollow chests may be developed, an erect 
carriage and a manly address may be acquired, and health 
promoted. 

5th. l^e princii^ of self-government is thoroughly 
brought out. Officers are selected from among the old- 
eiat, the most studious, and the most trustworthy of the 
cadets, and thes6 ara of much svrvioe to the teachers in 
the management of the school and in controlling the pub- 
lic sentiment of the students. 

While the military feature was introduced primarily 
for the advantages just mentioned, every effort is made, 
consistent with other duties, to bring it to the highest de- 
gree of perfection as regards proficiency in all the details 
of the system, thst every cadet may have a feeling of 
pride in bis work. As evidence that this has been in 
some measure socomplished, it is worthy of mention thst 
invitations sent to the various military schools in the 
State to compete with us, were with one accord declined. 
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Arlilleiy Drill wts added last sesuon, and with the 
most satisfiiotory resolts. So well pleased are we with 
the sjetem in general, that we propose introdaciog for the 
coming vear as an optional exercise, Caralij Drill, thus 
extending our oonne through the three branches of the 
service. For this ktter drill an additional charge will be 
made, which will be found elsewhere. 

For Infancy we use the Springfield cadet rifle 
with aooompanjing outfit. We have in addition to the 
rifles a numbw of Austrian cadet musltets for the smaller 
cadets. 

We have been supplied by the State with artillery and 
tile n^^essary e<]uipmenta. 

V The cavalry outfit will be provided by such cadets as 
take part in this drill, the estimated cost of which, as we 
have before stated, will be found elsewhere. 

Practical instruction will be given in the schools of 
the Soldier, Company and Battalion, in the movements in 
extended order, in the ceremonies of guard mounting, 
parade inspection, review, muster, etc., and in guard duty. 

Practical instruction in artillery embraces tiie Manual 
of the Piece Dismounted, MeohAoical Manoeuvres, and 
School of the Battery Dismounted. 

The Cavalry feature being new with us, we are unable 
to say just how far the practical instruction will extend. 

Theoretical instruction will be given according to the 
courses of study in the drill regulations of Infantrj', Ar- 
tillery and Cavalry, iu the Art of War and Military Law.

BuiiJings and Grounds. 

Our builtliii^fs an- all oonstruct^d of brick and stone, 
and were erected evspecially for their present use. lu de- 
signing them all the needs of a school of this kind were 
taken into consideration. The questions of heating, ven- 
tilation, strength, danger from tire, etc., were all consider- 
ed, and the plans were .supenised hy the Superintendent, 
who hns been in the sclioolrooin for sixteen consecutive 
years and at the head of thid school from its be^nning. 
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Improvements. 

Two jears a^o iinprovcmenta costing $10,000, and 
eonsiBtiug of new building:*, were made; and at this time 
(June, 1892) extensive; additionai improvements are being 
added. A new drill htll and armory is in process of 
erection; the most approved system of hot water heating 
is being put in ; and the groonds are to be adorned. The 
city is taking steps towards an electric plant, and If oar^ 
ried out we will have electric lights. 

The grounds, embracing abont thirteen acres, are 
elevated and well drained and covered with a rich growth 
of blue*grass. The location is the best in ^e city for 
privacy, health and convenience. 

Capacity. 

With our late improvements, we now have comfort- 
able room for abont seventy-five boar<iitii; pupils. This 
is. iu our judgment, as large as a school of this kind 
should be. To make the number larger than this would 
be to do away with that individual attention which boys in 
schools of this kind so much need. The smaller the 
number of pupils in proportion to the number of teachers, 
the greater the benefits received by oor patrons. Only 
two boys are put in one room. 

Readinjj: Room. 

A room has been hv\ apurt for the use of the students 
as a reading room, to which they have aroess d(M-inj[r i\\ 
reoroation hoars. A library of specially selected book$ is 
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o))oii for their use and tUe folluwiug periodiculd ure kept 
ou the taMe:

In addition to the appointments of the Oymnasium 
and tlio Armory, chemiciU apparatus aud cbeuiiuals suit- 
able for illustratiuir all ihc oxperiment« of elein* niarv Irxt 
buokn bave been added, 'i'lir ])r(>Hi<lout of tbe KURabeth 
Aull Seniinarv bus kindly offered to divide with us tbe use 
of tbe baud-some four-inch ohji>et-glaas telesoope belong- 
ing to that institution. We have a compass and one of 
Ourlej Bros.* best engineer's transits, with all the at- 
taobments, sueli as the gradienter, latitude level, and 
solar attachment. This instrument combines four in 
one, yiz. : the ordinary compass, the solar compass, the 
transit and tbe level. Typewriters are also kept for tbe 
use of tbe students. A handsome piano has recently 
been bought for the use of music pupils. We have 
Adams' Historioal Chart whl^ we use iH^ w history 
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classea, alao Tagg^r*^ Geograpluoal study and a fiae Aiui- 
tomioa] chart. J^v. Jotu Davia, of Hannibal, Mo., 
mad« 08 a haadaome gift of his Mineralogical Collection, 
which embraoea a large number of fine apedniena from 
all parts of the United States and Bfexioo.

Uniform. 

A oniform of cadet gray, the same as that worn at 
West Point, with blae eap, mast he worn by all who at- 
tend this school, also white gloves in wann weather and 
black cloth gloves in winter. A dress oniform for the drill 
and a fatigue oidfonn are neoesMiy, and, as these are as 
economical as any equally genteel clothing, the oadete 
must wear them at all times. About five weeks are re- 
quired to untfom the cadets after school opens. The 
cost of the two uniforms with a cap is $45.85. For boys 
too small to wear the dress suit the cost is something less. 
An equipment, consisting of cross-belts, bayouet^scabbard 
and oartridge box and a helmet, must be provided for 
each cadet, the cost of which will not exceed 18. A uni- 
form overcoat of dark blue must also be worn, the cost of 
which will not exceed $21. This coat is of sudi make 
that It can be easily converted into a citiaen's coat when 
the boy quits school.
